These materials, with feld 
spar, sponge, platiiu, and liux in proper 
proportion for the enamel, are mixed 
with water, and worked into masses re- 
sembling putty. This done the unbaked 
porcelain masses are ready for the mould- 
ing room. 
The molds are in two pieces, 


and are made of brass, one-half of the 
teeth or sections being on either side. 
The coloring materials are first placed in 
the exact position and quantity required, 
and the body of the tooth and the gum is 
inserted in lumps corresponding to the 
size of the teeth. The molds are then 
closed, and they are dried by a slow heat. 
When perfectly dry they are taken out 
and sent to the trimmer's room. The 
trimmers remove imperfections, and send 
them in trays of fire clay to the furnace, 
where, having remained for 20 minutes, 
they are complete."

WASHINGTON, March 7.—W. W. Dan- 


enhowcr. yesterday received two letters 
from hit son, Lieutenant John Danen- 
hower, opthc Jeannette Arctic exploring 
expedition. The first one is dated at 
Bulun, mouth of the Lena, November 9, 
1881. There is added a postscript, dated 
at Yakoutsk, December 17. 


The ti ip up the river from Bulun to 


Yakoutsk occupied thirty-six days, and 
was made on sledges with dogs, reindeer 
and horsis. Lieutenant Danenhower de- 
scribes the journey as one of severe hard- 
ships. 
There were stations at intervals 


on the way, constructed of logs. 
Ho de- 


scribes tiie last one of these, seventeen 
miles from Yakoutsk, the best one of the 
lot, as a small log building with a cow- 
shed attached. It was composed of one 
room, in which were about twenty people 
when hi- party arrived. In the centre 
was the body of a horse that had been 
killed for food and brought into the room 
to thaw out. 
During the night that the 


party stopped at this hut, Jack Cole, the 
boatswain, while laboring under aberatiou 
of mind ^ot up and started out to walk to 
New York to sen his wife. The ther- 
mometer was C0a below zero. It required 
all of Lieutenant Danenhower's persuasive 
powers t'> induce him to come back into 
the hut. 


At Yiikoutsk Lieutenant Danunhower 


says he found a man who understood 
French, and was taken to the Governor, 
who treated him with great kindness and 
considcrition. He detailed a lieutenant 
with instructions to give the wants of tin 
party special attention. They were quar- 
tered at a small hotel conducted on the 
American plan. Lieutenant Danenhower 
speaks o) his stay in Yakoutsk as halving 
been cxcoedingly pleasant and comforta- 
ble under the circumstances. 


On December 24th the Governor sent 


an officer to Lieutenant Danenhower to 
ask him fit what time the Christmas fes- 
tivities usually began in America, and 
when informed that it was usual to begin 
on Christmas eve, he sent his sleigh for 
the party to come to his residence for 
supper and to spend the evening. 


In speaking of the terrible voyage of 


the partj, Lieutenant Danenhower says 
that they had to travel 700 miles over tho 
ice from the ship to the mouth of the 
Lena. 1 'hey landed in shoal water and 
were compelled to wade two miles to 
land. 
Tliey were forced to travel 100 


miles further before they reached shelter, 
and he says he was up five days and four 
nights without sleep or rest. He men- 
tions the fact that out of the thirty-three 
comprising the crew and officers of the 
Jeannette, only thirteen are known to be 
living and one is known to be dead. 


He closes his letter by wishing his 


father, mother, family and friends a merry 
Christmas.

—An attempt was made on 'Thursday 


last to assassinate Queen Victoria. As she 
was entering her carriage, at Windsor* 
a man shot at her with a pistol, widely 
missing his mark. 
He was immediately 


seized and disarmed and narrowly escaped 
lynching by the incensed bystanders. 
Subsequent inquiry showed that the as- 
sassin was a man named Roderick Mac- 
Lean, who hod spent several months in 
lunatic asylums, being discharged from 
from one in September last.

EDITOK GAZETTE :—It is the fashion 


no ,v-a-days to ventilate all public and pri- 
vate grievances in tlie public prints, and 
knowing of no other way to do so I would 
asl; you to call the attention of the 
Borough authorities, the Town Council, I 
suppose, to the very great grievance suf- 
fei ed by the housekeepers of this town 
in the matter of the milk supply. 


In the first place the supply is inade- 


quate, a matter which is doubtless beyond 
tin; power of Council to remedy; but this 
very inadequacy produces a deterioration 
of quality, which is the most serious ob- 
jection, and which I think is a proper sub- 
jec t of legislation by the authorities.

BO years of age, Was murdered at 8 
o'clock on Tuesday morning, in the hall- 
way of her residence, NO. 5 Kirkland 
street, Boston, by a' strange man some 
fifty years old, Kirkknd s-treet is a small, 
narrow street, running from Pleasant 
street to Indiana place, just along the line 
of the Boston and Albany railroad, and 
near the Tremont street bridge. Mrs, 
Bell was a tailoress by trade, an industri- 
ous woman who lived very quietly, and 
apparently devoted all her energies to 
keeping her house respectably, and to 
bring up hpr daughter in a proper way. 
She was a member of Emmanuel Church, 
on Cortes street, which is an Episcopalian 
establishment of ritualistic tendencies. 


Mrs. 
Bell arose Tuesday morning about 


7''W o'clock, and after building a fire 
called her daughter. 
She then went out 


to get some milk, which she procured at 
the bakery of Mr. C. (J. Brown, at the 
corner of Pleasant street. 
On her way 


back she was followed by a tall, middle- 
aged man, with a sandy mustache, but no 
beard, wearing a long blue overcoat and 
a round top hat. When she got within 
two doors of her house the stranger spoke 
to her, whereupon she stepped back to 
allow him to pass on, but he remained by 
her side. She moved on to her own door, 
when he said, "Got in there." She re- 
plied, "(jet along about your business. 
I don't know you." She stepped up to 
the door, opened it, and was about to go 
in when the stranger rudely pushed her 
in and followed after her. 
In the hall he 


struck her with a knife in the neck, in- 
flicting a deep wound, from which the 
blood spurted qi.ite profusely. 
She foil 


forward against tiic loot of the stairs and 
screamed aloud, "Help, murder1" 


Mrs. 
Fuller and a Mrs. Lambert, and 


Willa, the murdered woman's little daugh- 
ter, came rushing down stairs in time to 
see the retreating form of the assailant 
as he closed the front door.

Bell into an upright position, took 


her into the front room, and after placing 
her in a chair sent for a doctor.

A time^\ uid important meeting of the 


New York Acadamy of Medicine wai held 
the other evening to consider certain do- 
mestic causes of disease and death. The 
paper of the evening was by Mr. Charles 
F. Wingate, on "Practical Points in 
Plumbing,1' and the unsanitary condition 
of most city houses was discussed by Dr. 
Fordyce Barker, Dr. Willard Parker 
Professor Doremus, and others. Introdu- 
cing the essayist, Dr. Barker spoke at 
considerable length upon the very gen- 
eral prevalence of disease traceable to 
bad plumbing, and of frequent loss of 
life in consequence of defective pipes and 
the absence of traps in sewer connect- 
ions. 


Mr. Wingate described some of the 


more common and disastrous defects in 
plumbing and the means for detecting 
and correcting them. 


HOW AND WHERE TO LOOK FOR DEFECT- 


IVE PLUMBING. 


"The first point," he said, "is how to 


examine a house. 
Every part of the 


plumbing must be exposed to view or 
tested, and things are usually found dif- 
ferent from what they have been repre- 
sented. 
The peppermint test is one of 


the first. An ounce of oil of peppermint 
in a pail of water is poured into the open- 
ings of the plumbing fixtures at the upper 
part of the house. If the smell of pep- 
permint escapes by a leak this show« that 
sewer gas would also escape. A second 
point is the quality of the details of the 
plumbing work. A single portion of the 
work, one joint of pipe, will tell a prac- 
tical plumber the capacity of the work- 
man. If a house is deficient in its minor 
details, it will be found generally bad. A 
direct leak from a pipe will be shown by 
holding a candle near it. The practised 
nose can tell a leak in a short time, and 
by the density of the smell from a roof 
pipe it can be learned whether there is a 
trap in the pipe to the sewer. The san- 
itray engineer goes first to the cellar and 
looks at the sources of damp. 
These are 


manifold both in city and country ; rain 
and snow blow in; there is a leakage 
from the water pipes and areas, and there 
is the refrigerator waste. 
I visited a 


house in Boston where all the rain water 
and refrigerator waste were soaking into 
the soil, and the house, in addition, was 
on low made-ground on the Back Bay. I' 
saw here a novel phenomenon ; the ground 
was so damp that the whole yard was cov- 
ered with a fine moss. Dangerous as this 
dampness was, it was hard to convince 
tbe occupant, because there had been no 
sickness in the housa, and the owner con- 
sidered me an impostor. 


"Another source of danger 
is from 


broken or leaky underground drains. 
Most houses have underground drains 
which are made of tiles laid by ignorant 
workmen, and I have seldom or never 
found a drain which was not in a defect- 
ive condition. Even in Memphis the new 
drains were not absolutely tight, on ac- 
count of the extra pitch in some cases, 
and of breaks. 
Then the soil becomes 


saturated with the worst kind of sewage. 
In Boston I have found many drain pipes 
without proper pitch or flush. Some 
pitched toward the houses instead of tbe 
sewers ; others were choked with grease, 
or there were no sewer connections at all. 
Tlie plumber sometimes ran the drain 
over a rock, up and down, or ended it on 
one side, continuing on the other, or con- 
nected two sections of six-inch pipe by a 
four-inch pipe. 
A break or stoppage 


means such a deadly deposit of sewage as 
accumulated under a house I examined 
near Murray Hill. It was taken by a fam- 
ily last spring, who, in a few months, 
nearly all fell sick. The gentleman said 
that on opening the register in his bed- 
room he was almost choked by a peculiar 
ammonical smell. Nothing but iron pipes 
with lead joints properly coupled, and 
carried along the cellars in sight or in 
trenches easily accessible, should be 
used." 


SOURCES OF SEWAGE POISON. 


After mentioning the risks arising from 


undrained made land and lands lying 
near the water level, Mr. Wingate traced 
the history of plumbing evils in New 
York city from the introduction of Cro- 
ton water and the necessary development 
of the sewer system. In 1849 there were 
only 72 miles of sewers in New York; 
now there are 341 miles. Many of the 
first sewers were only sewers in name, 
having been laid to carry off kitchen 
waste alone. 
They were merely rough 


stone drains uncemented and open, so 
that when used to receive sewage they 
rapidly polluted tbe soil, and became 
simply store houses of'sewage. 
Down to 


a very late date many of the sewers of 
New York were constructed of inferior 
material and imperfectly laid. Badly 
burned bricks, bogus cement, and sand 
that was half loam were used in making 
them, while, especially under Ring rule, 
the contractors who laid them executed 
their work in the cheapest and most cul- 
pable manner. 
Few of the best sewers 


are really tight, while the majority leak 
at every joint, and thus the whole system 
is an enormous source of soil pollution. 


HOW FOTJI. AIR PASSES THROUGH-WAILS. 


Mr. Wingate's paper was followed by 


a number of experimental illustrations of 
the permeability of brick and stone by 
these obtrusive and poisonous gases, and 
of the ease with which some gases pass 
through water. The experiments were 
made by Dr. Doramus, who said, "What 
must we do, if we have these gases in our 
sewers t If these are cut off from our 
houses by water traps, it does no good ; 
the gases will pass through the water. 
We must have chemicals in the trap that 
will decompose the gases. Chlorine is 
the great agent, the 'ring breaker,' that 
will decompose hydrogen gas and every 
form of poison. 
Suppose there is a case 


of scarlet fever in the house, and tbe 
walls become impregnated with the poi- 
son. 
Chlorine or some other gas should 


be generated 
that will decompose the 


poison on the wall. 
In 1865 the ship 


Atlanta arrived at this port with a num- 
ber of cholera patients. Sixty of her 
passengers had already died. At the re- 
quest of the Health Physician of tbe city, 
and by the authority of Mayor Guntber 
and Dr. Swinburne, tbe Health Offiqer, 
the Atlanta and all other vessels entering 


the Narrows were treated with chlorine, 
bromine and other active agents. This 
was co effective that not a single case of 
cholera occured in New York or its vicin- 
ity. 


"Dr. Agnew has informed me that 


about thirty years ago the north wing 
of the old New York hospital became un- 
fit for use in consequence of its walls 
having become saturated with disease 
through the reception of a large number 
of ship-fever patients. Ventilation was 
tried but in vain. The walls were scraped, 
but many of the workmen sickened and 
one at least died. At the Lincoln County 
Hospital, in England, the walls became 
magazines of disease in the same way. 
They were gutted and replastered, but it 
did no good. They then were treated 
according to the Hebraic system, and 
torn down to the very foundation. A few 
years ago certain wards in Bellevue Hos- 
pital were found impure, causing pyaemia. 
At the request of the Commissioners of 
Charity and Correction, I attempted to 
purify them by the use of chlorine gas. 
I generated nearly three tons of this in 
these wards during many weeks. Every 
few months now the chlorine treatment, 
in a less vigorous form, is employed. 


"Dr. James R. Wood stated, three 


years after the commencement of this 
treatment, that no case of pyaemia had 
originated in the wards since it had been 
adopted. 
I think we are warranted in 


saying that owing to the porous character 
of all walls and the decomposing power 
of certain gases, we can purify not only 
the walls but the very stones of any edi- 
fice, if only the treatment is heroic. 


Dr. Willard Parker recited the experi- 


ence of the physicians at Bellevue Hos- 
pital when the ship fever prevailed in 
1S46. 
The death rate was fearful, yet 


the hospital became so crowded that many 
patients had to be treated in tents under 
trees in the yard. 
Nearly all the un- 


housed patients recovered. 
Similarly, 


when a ship, load of infected people were 
driven ashore at Perth Amboy, though 
nearly every case on shipboard resulted in 
death, not one of the sick exposed to the 
weather, under canvas shelters, failed to 
recover. It was a foul-air disease, and 
fresh air cured it. Dr. Parker added : 


"We are living in the wrong kind of 


buildings, and everything is wrong. Pre- 
vious to the introduction of Croton water 
into this city, I don't remember a single 
case of diphtheria. 
There were numer- 


ous cases of croup, and some which re- 
sembled diphtheria, now and then. It is 
a disease which depends on malaria, or 
bad air. It attacks families and goes 
through all the members. I had a friend, 
a physician, who depended on his cellar 
for all the air for nis furnace. His six 
children were all stricken with this dis- 
ease, and all of them died. 
And thsre 


are cases of that description evarywhere. 
I say that if we have diphtheria, there ia 
something wrong about our sewers. 
If I 


were to build a house, I would not have 
it connected in any way with a sewer. 
I 


should construct a sort of annex, where I 
should have all the sewers, closets, and 
all the pipes of the houses. I suppose 
most of yofl would object to having a 
vault filled with dead bodies a few yards 
from your house, and connected with it by 
a pipe. 
Yet this is practically what we 


do with our sewers. Water is no pro- 
tection from them—from the germs of 
poison which generate and live in the 
foul air." 


Pertinent remarks were also made by 


Drs. Vanderpoel and Janeway. Speaking 
of the portability of diphthetric poison, 
the latter mentioned a remarkable case 
in his own practice. A child had died 
from diphtheria in a fine house in Brook- 


lyn, and the parents with two others went 
South. 
At Palatka the trunks were un- 


packed, and there was taken out for a 
child a toy rabbit which the dead child 
had used for a plaything, 
in three days 


the child was taken with diphtheria, of 
which there were no other cases there, 
and in five days was dead; and the other 
.child, a few weeks later, succumbed to 
the disease at a place in the interior of 
Florida where diphtheria had been un- 
known. The germs were conveyed by the 
rabbit and in the clothing. 


—The "packing" business is believed 


to be increasing more rapidly in Maine 
than in any other State. Tnere are as 
many as sixty-one corn-canning establish- 
ments located there, with an average pro- 
duction of about 11,350,000 cans. The 
packing of fish promises to become the 
most important industry. Last year it is 
estimated that 1,500,000 cans of lobster, 
750,000 cans of mackerel, and 350,000 
•cans of clams were thus preserved. The 
"sardine" business—the packing of young 
menhaden in oil and spices—is assuming 
vast proportions. About eighteen estab- 
lishments are engaged in it, and millions 
of boxes are sent to domestic and foreign 
markets. 


—A paper has been discovered in the 


archives of Venezuela, dated 1780, which 
gives an historical summary of early pro- 
jects for piercing the Isthmus of Panama. 
The first goes back to the reign of Philip 
II. of Spain, who, at the instigation of 
the Viceroy of the Indies, sent certain 
French epgineers to investigate on the 
spot the feasibility of the undertaking. 
Their report was altogether adverse, and 
thereupon Philip II. threatened the pen- 
alty of death against whoever should 
again bring up the project. 


—The sensation picture at the forth- 


coming Royal Academy will be Frith's 
"Private View Day at the Academy." 
Painters, poets, and bigwigs of all classes 
are portrayed. 
The President of the 


Academy is talking to "the lady of the 
brightest eyes in England," Lady Lons- 
dale.

FAJLLS TOWNSHIP, Feb. 25,1882. 


MR. EDITOR:—The spring elections 


are over and the successful candidatesare 
liappy. As usual the "ring" in our town- 
ship have "swept the field." The nomi- 
nations of the Republican party are about 
equivalent to an election, and in order 
to gain their purposes the "clique," or 
"ring," make a regular rule to call and 
liold the primary meetings or conventions 
after dark, thus making it very inconve- 
nient for voters to attend who live at a 
distance, especially elderly people, and 
when the roads are bad and nights dark. 
The most of the other districts hold their 
primaries in the afternoon, and I cannot 
see why our township should be an excep- 
tion.
